UNITY OF M.E. 
CHURCHES SEEN 


CLEVELAND, July 25.—Metho-

CLEVELAND. July 25.—Within 
leas than 48 hoars after bis arrest 
iu Montreal on chargea of forgery 
aad embessleaeat, Michael M. Du- 
gan. former private secretary of 
James M. Corrigan. millionaire 
steet mm, «&> today sentenced 10 
from two to twenty years in the 
Ohio penitentiary following his plea 
of guilty to embesilement of "more 
than 810,000," from his former em- 
ployer. 


"I'm guilty," Ducan said as he 
atood in the court room, deserted 
by his former friends when he was 
asked how he wished to plead- Sen- 
tence was immediately pronounced 
and he will be taken to the peniten- 
tiary to begin his term either to- 
night or tomorrow. 


Ducan waa arrested Monday noon 


in Montreal by Pinkerton detectives 
following a chase which has lasted 
11 months. He left Cleveland in 
August 1922. when a civil suit to 
recover 825,000 alleged to have 
been mlaappropirated. was filed by 
an agent of Corrigan. who was in 
Europe. 
An investigation ot his 
books was said to have disclosed a 
total shortage of approximately 
8400,000, the Union Trust Com- 
pany as well as Corrigan being los- 
ers.
